The next Legislative Assembly 
wilt probably be the most important that bas 
ever met in this colony, and it behoves al: 
good men to be vigilant, and to exert them- 
selves to insure the successful working of 
Parliamentary Government. 

It may be found well in practice to remem- 
ber that the misrepresentations of those de- 
signing men, who:so londly asserted that 
you were no} qualified to exercise political 
functions with advantage to yourselves or to 
the couotry, Have been signally refuted, and 
that twelve years of misgovernment proves 
most conclusively, that they were not compe— 
tent to hold,or exercise, the office of governors 
with advantage or safety to the community. 
Experience shows that it were vain to expect 
political improvement from men in whose 
official career is not to be found material 
progress,when not identified with their personal 
profit or advancement. I confess that when 
speculating on the causes which led to the 
disastrous retrogression of the past, I am 
puzzled to account for the long continuance 
of a political system, to which is traceable so 
much unmixed ewil—a system containing 
within i:se:f such) active elements of ruin, 
which when considered in the abstract, might 
bave been expected to put an end to its exist- 
ence much sooner.- Nor indeed is this all. It 
will’ be the duty of future legislators, in 
their post mortem examination of the late 
goveroment (o fearlessly probe the complicat- 
ed disorders which paved a way for its final 
dissolution. 

“ Itis not probable that any modern English 
community bas suffered politica ills s0 pati- 
ently as the people of British Columbia. The 
amonnt of maladministration, and the extra- 
ordinary oxture of official aggraadizement is 
perfectly astounding, A:nored@ 1 rab e@collec§ 
tion of despotic follies can baraly be imagined, 
We have seen public servants voting their 
own sulaties, fixing their own pensions, 
defying public opinion, «nd pursuing with 
s udied malevolence, the popuiar representa- 
tives. We have seen mere adveniurer-, 
employed as envoys entrusted with important 
gate secrets--adventurers who are universal y 
execrated, whom the prople have never trusted 
aod have long suspected—creatures who are 
to British Columorans what the hateful 
Ciaudiaus were tothe Ancient Romans Nay, 
to crown this humiliating drama, a perverse 
and apparently senseless superiot authority 

receive them with fulsome flattery, and ap- 
plause and preferment is showered . upon 
their bends in) proportion to the mischief 
that they bave ‘dope. 

The singuiartly ‘baneful and © distiactive 
nature of tbese ¢vents, is pregnant witb 
‘nsteuction-ard waruing, «nd affords to every 
reficctingémind numerous and important les- 
sons, The time appears appropriate for 
turning such lessuns to account by improve- 
meats at once eéxpedient, practical, and 
decisive; but they realize only bult the danger 
whicb these events indicate, who see in them 
only officiul usurpation on the one hand, anc 
determined opposition on the other. The 
lesson which these events teach as is, 
that gross. legislation and  extrene 
agitation are inseperably connected 
—that each is the blood relation of the other. 
Nay more, the dknger indicated is to be 
apprebended by placing great powers io the 
haods of our governors without being secured 
by immediate not'temote, certain not dubious 
const tutional laws that those power shall not 
be aLused. 

It will hardly be dispated by men of can- 
doar aud experience that there are certain 
requisites indispensably necessary to the 
security and efficiency of all just governments 
the most important of whicts } believe to be, 
freedom and security against wroog. Now I 
think you will readily admit that most 
civilized governmen:s have succeeded preity 
weil in securing the people avainst wrong 
from ench other; but to secure them by 'aws 
against Wrong from the government ‘itself, i 
a problem of a far more difficult sort, which 
few nations since the commencement of gov- 
ernments bave attempted to solve. But it 6 
@ problem upon the solution ot which depends 
the freedom and security of every existing 
pation against oppression and peculation,and 
which from its importance commends itse f to 
the avxious and impartial consideration of ali 
men who are desirous of rendering permanent 
service t mankind 

Tuat it is not the business of those who 
govern to compel public opinion t6 follow 
them, but thut it ip their duty to follow pub- 
lic 6pinion, is a canon of my political creed. 
Unfurtunetely the practice of those who bave 
governed this colony, bas been, both bs 
precept and example to think differently, ba 
the day is not far distant when the predictions 
of the advocates of justive and of rensoo shall 
be verified,--wben toe u just and barvaroas 
jaws which disfratichise1 so many intelligent 
and wartby citizens shall exist only as evi- 
dence of the bigotry, and sordid ignorwnce 
of those from whom they emanated.—when 
the promising fultire proclaims the results of 
Confederation, the promotion of aits and 
scie.ce, the diffusion of useful trutb, of 
education, of civil and religious liberty.

Yet 
the! thing is perfectly trae ; and in yes— 
ny’s fesue it attempted to elaborate 
bject, and make it appear to be 
tthe thing required ! Wonderful 
1! is it not? Neterally, our read- 
efe Will like to know bow it proposes to 
prodage this admirable result | We will 
tell them. 1t isto be done says our co- 
temperaty, by, extending the Canadian 
tariff in its entirety to this coontry, sod 
by extending it at once. Here sre its 
own words: “ At present beeves pay an 
import daty of $3 per bead ; cows $2; 
butrne redaction in breeding stock. 
Under the Canadian tariff avimals of all 
hinds pay « duty of ten per cent ad valor- 
em, except such animals are. imported for 
the improvement of stock, which are ad- 
free.”. Now mark what follows, 
Here it is: ‘‘ Ten per cent ad valorem 
would be equal to an average duty of $6 
ae head on black cattle,—more than 
double the present rates.” Mere then is 
the fact established that instead of pay- 
4wo-dollarson oows and three dol- 
ts beeves Into the Dominion Trea- 
sity, we will be asked ‘to pay six dollars 
on each beeve that may be imported. Bat 
strange to say, in the face of these very 
facts, our colemporary says: ‘‘ We as- 
. gue that the Canadian turiff will be ex- 
tended ut, once to this part of the Domin- 
400-5 for we cannot believe that the peo- 
ple of the Pacific Province. will be found 
so utterly blind to their own true inter- 
ests, as to unnecessaii'y a:d wantonly 
tax breed and industry to death in the 
name’ of psendo-protection which can 
never be attained.” Was there ever any 
thing, more contradictory ? Our cotem- 
ryeeys also: “We are sending in 
the neighborhood of one hundred 
thoasand dollars a year out of the country 
for live stock, to supply “the 
rincipal market,” that is, Victoria. 
Kew, ten per cent. duty on $100,000 
would be $10,000, and that sum would 
vdhave to gointo the Dominion Treasary. 
Now that sum would be $5,000 more 
“than is now peid on the above value ol 
“}mported stock. So putting the popo- 
lation of Victoria st 2,500, our con- 
suméféwould have to psy $2 per head 
more on beef than under the present 
tariff; Hence it is plain that our cotem- 
rary is*‘only jumping out of the fry- 
ara into the tire.” Now the real state 
—ot feeling, so far as we can gather it 
among the farmers on this Island and oo 
the Lower Fraser, is this; they only ask 
for what is fair and reasonable, They 
don’t-want to tex any man's beef higher 
tiaw it is at present. They are contented 
with the present tariff on stack. Now, 
that isto the interest of the consumer, 
and is fair and liberal on the part of the 
fermers. Inthe next place, so fares we 
cau gather the opinion up and down the 
East Coast, from Sooke to Comox, the 
prevailing idea is either to take off the 
duty on flour or make it much lower. 
Now that will meet the views of the 
consumers in town as well as the mojority 
In’ the. country. é are, however, 
~ quite 9 number of inflaential farmers 
who would prefer to retain the presest 
‘duty on flour, But if it comes to a matter 
of compromise to insore aod retain pro- 
tection on wheat, barley, oats and other 
farm prodoce, even they would feel div- 
1d to join in the reduction or repeal 
of the flour duty, rather than accept the 
Canadien tariff as it is, and thus be 
-Tbronght unfairly into competition with 
y foreign prodace in “the principal market” 
—of the Province, Such being the pre- 
vailing opinion emgng farmers, there ap- 
rs vently to be no disposition 
to “wantonly tax bread,” or raise the 
duty on beef, no matter how agreeable a 
higher duty on cattle might be to occa- 
sional s raisers. The real end troe 
position then, to harmonize opinion and 
interests, and secore contentment, is to 
concede to the farmer such reasonable 
ection as is afforded under oor tariff, 
and he will join beods with the merchant 
and consamer in adopting every other 
provision of the Canadian tariff. The 
country at large would thus have @ modi- 
fied tariff that: would benefit all alike, 
and neither “‘ wantonly” tax breed or 
beef, nor spirits, clothing, dry goods, 
hardware. or tropical prodactions. Sir 
Francis Hincks and the Ottawa Cabinet 
have told the covotry that if application 
be made for such a tariff by the next 
Assembly, be believed it would be grant- 
ed. Then apply for it; and don’t at- 
tempt to raise the duty on beef, but let 
well enough alone.

Extract of a letter fr from Savane's Ferry, 
dated 8th August: ‘ 


‘f concloded my last scribble (from Yale, 
dated 27th July,) by sayiag we bad to walk 
to this place, It was decided we were to 
feed at the different houses on the way. 
W. G. went up in the:stage to srrange mat- 
ters for us on the road, Up on Fridsy moro- 
ing, 28th July, at 5, and started at 6a. &.— 
party 50 all told; walked to Bostoa Bar, 
fetched up there at 5 p. m. (25 miles)—8 very 
comfortable house ; the officers had beds, the 
men carried their blankets. Started on Sat- 
arday and walked to Salter’s (16 milés)—aw- 
fully hot all day—some of the meu footeore. 
M. hired from Boothroyd a wagon te carry 
the blankets. Sonday—up at 3.30 and left 
at 4:30 for Lytton; arrived there at 8:15 «. 
m. (16 wilés), Pat up at Hautier’s. A., B., 
C., and a lot more with their feet raw, rested 
Sunday and Monday, Started st 11 Monday 
night for Spence’s Bridge (‘3 miles). M. 
hired three pack-horses to take the blankets, 
and pat our cripples in the wagon; made 
Speoce's Bridge at 7 a. m., break‘asted and 
turned io six bours; got up, dined and 
turned in again, awfully tired, bat my feet 
and wind. sound; M. ditto; Weduesday, 
August 2, 48. m., seat on cripples in wagon; 
12 more on ovr bands, so M. sent @ man on 
to Cornwall's for wagons to take them on. 
5 p. m.—14 siwash horses came, with exlius 
Mexican saddles ; we mounted and started at 
6:30 for Cornwall's (24 miles) ; arrived there 
at 11:30--never was so punished to my life— 
saddle about big enough for my second son 
(if I bad one); and the infernal brate had a 
double action lick which almost jerked one 
inside outevery stride he took. Thursday, 
Aug. 3—Up at 6—first-rate breakfast ; every 
one bat M, and myself took Cornwall's cutoff 
to Savana’s. We started via Cache Creek ; 
reached bere 6:30 (29 miles); fearfally hot 
all day. Mr. McClellan and party of 17, with 
lot of freight, left this moroing for Kamleops. 
We go on as soon'as the boat returns from 
across the lake, Will write you sgaip. from

We publish the following letter of a corres- 
pondent of tbe Cariboo Sentinel, dated Ger- 
mansen creek, July 171th, confirmatory of the 
discovery of the new creeks, with other in” 
telligence: 


Very little mining has been done on Ger- 
mansen creek. since my last report, but the 
water is tulling fast, so that most of the com- 
panics will be starting shortly to put in their 
wing-dams, and then look out for lively re- 
ports. 

The creek claims on Germansen creek were 
laid over to July 3rd. 

The Davis co. ate now working in the 
mouth of Black Jack Guicb, and are averag- 
ing $50 per day to the interest. 

Several new creeks have been discovered 
lying to the esst of Germansep creek, and 
good prospects obtained. The firet—Mansen 
creek—discovered by R. Howell, gave ac im- 
petus to the miners to rua the mouotains, 
and led to the discovery of two others, viz.: 
‘ INe Jose,’ by A. Smith (commonly knowa 
as Black Jack), sad “ Lost Creek,”’ by James 
Carson. H. Guest and J. Griffith, who were 
lost when going to the Mansen creek excite- 
ment, and accidently stambled on Lost creek, 
from which they panned out $12. 

There are at present a great many miners 
out prospecting, so that we may expect to 
hear of many more new strikes. 

Umineca has a poru'ation of about 1000, 
and not more then 42 voters. What think 
you of the, Registration Act in a niining 
country? 

Provisions are coming in very slowly and 
selling enormous'y high, and it is feared the 
supply ordered and on the way up will not 
be early sufficient to supply the demaad, as 
we consume at present about 3,000 pounds 
per day. Surely our British Columbia mer- 
ciants will not saffer us to be starved out 
when we bave the metal to pny for it.
